Questions were hurried 
through, no fewer than 129 being taken, 
and very few supplementaries were asked. 
The Irish character of the day's proceed- 
ings was initiated by an angry little scene 
in which Captain W. A. Redmond played 
a part,

passed a motion in favour of Home Rule. 
The Prime Minister, reading his paper, 
said that he had no official information, 
but, if the statemerit had appeared in the 
newspaper, it was, no doubt, correct. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor’s speech in intro- 
ducing the Home Rule motion was, I 
should think, something of a disappoint- 
ment, even to his friends. It was very long, 
occupying well over an hour. It was diffuse, 
ranging through such moth-eaten topics as 
the Treaty of Limerick and the Manchester 


Martyrs, permeated by the suggestion 
that all the troubles between the countries 
were due to the pertidiousness and 


stupidity of Englishmen. Such sentiments 
coming from Mr. Dillon might at least 
have had the merit‘ of sincerity. From 
Mr. O'Connor, who in ordinary affairs 
rather prides himself on his sympathy 
with and appreciation of England, they 
appeared merely grotesque. 

Far otherwise was it with the speech 
that followed it. Major William Red- 
mond, in khaki, only spoke for half an 
hour, but he created a very marked effect. 
Dark, bitter, and black mistakes had been 
made, but they were not all, he admitted, 
on one side, and there was very little ad- 
vantage in dwelling upon the past. He 
urged that a new start should be made, 
and appealed to Sir Edward Carson to 
meet the Nationalist leaders and come to 
some arrangement for the future on the 
basis of self-government. If safeguards 
were really wanted, there was no length to 
which he would not go, even to accepting a 
Prime Minister from Ulster for the first 
Irish Government. He spoke, he averred, 
for the Irishmen who were doing and dying 
at the front. The speech, with its note of 
absolute sincerity, was warmly applauded, 
even by those who are most opposed to 
Home Rule. 

The Ulster view was briefly and effect- 
ively expressed by Sir John Lonsdale, who 
suggested that, instead of making these pre- 
mature attempts to secure Home Rule, the 
Nationalists: should direct themselves to 
convincing thetr fellow-countrymen of their 
vital interest in supporting thie Allies. 
| There had been little excitement in 
ithe debate up to now; but the Prime 


Minister, who was next, was constantly. 


interrupted from the Nationalist benches, 
Even his endeavours to lay down the 
fundamental principles (4) that the greater 
portion of Ireland was no more reconciled 
to British rule than in Cromwell's time, 
and (2) that in the north-east there ‘was a 
population equally opposed to Irish rule, 
were met by frequent challenges. The 
present Government stood where its pre- 
decessors did. It was ready to give self- 
government to those parts of Ireland 
which daily demanded it. Jt would not 
force North-East Ulster to go under a form 
of government to which it was hostile. 
i This produced a storm of protest from the 
Natifanlists,” “ What great English re- 
-form did you ever carry three 
shouted Mr. Kilbride, while Mr. Devlin 
declared that Mr... Lloyd George had 
shifted his ground since he was a member 
of a Government which brought in a Home 
Rule Bill for all Ireland. The Premier 
‘indignantly denied the insinuation, and 
‘appealed to his colleagues to confirm his 
assertion that he had never contemplated 
the armed coercion of Ulster. The sooner 
that fundamental fact was recognised, the 
better it would be for the prospects of 
Home Rule. 

Mr. Asquith followed the 
Minister, and made an earnest appeal for 
the settlement of a problem which was at 
present the cause of a serious and per- 
manent weakness. There had been no im- 
provement, but rather a deterioration, in 
| the Irish situation, and they would be liv- 
| ing in a fool’s paradise if they ignored the 
ireal facts, So, with the view of making a 
practical contribution to the debate, Mr. 
Asquith suggested the setting up of some 
‘outside and impartial authority, and to 
entrust to it the delicate task of trying to 
adjust the differences in the way of a satis- 
factory settlement; its decisions, in any 
case, to be subject to the approval! of Par- 
liament. 

Mr. John Redmond’s rising was the 
signal for an outburst of cheering among 
his followers. The House was aft lony 
left in doubt as to the attitude which the 
leader of the Nationalist Party was going 
ito take up. It was one of uncompromis- 
| ing hostility to anything in the nature of 

negotiations. The time for negotiations 
was past; the hour for action had come. 
He threw scorn upon the proposals of the 
Government, and pictured the German 
nation chuckling with delight at the policy 
of the Government. He declared that the 
speech of the Prime Minister brought the 
country face to face with revolution in Ire- 
land. For the future Ireland would have 
to be governed with the naked sword. It 
was necessary now for the Irish Nationalist 
Party to reconsider their position. It was 
futile to continue the debate, said Mr. 
Redmond, and he then, with a dramatic 
gesture, appealed to his colleagues to 
“withdraw with me and take counsel 
with me as to the next step.” : 

The Nationalists cheered to the echo as 
their leader left his seat and stalked 
majestically down the gangway and along 
the floor of the House. They followed him, 
shouting and jeering as they went, while 
members looked on with serious faces, no 
deubt recalling a somewhat similar ocea- 
sion when Mr. Bonar Law and his fol- 
lewers adopted a like course when the 
Parliament Bill was before the House. 

It was with some sense of relief that 

the House, after the devarture of the Irish 
Party, listened to Mr. Wardle, the leader 
of the Labour Party. The tension slack- 
ened, and members drifted out of the 
House to discuss the situation. Later in 
the evening the Prime Minister indicated 
that he was quite prepared to accept Mr. 
Asquith's suggestion for something the 
nature of an Imperial Commission. 
. Mr. T. Healy concluded the debate, and 
was extremely caustic at the expense of 
Mr Redmond, who, he predicted, would 
come back with his tail between his legs. 
The fact that the leader of the Nationalist 
Party read his speech from “ written 
sheets” showed that he was not replying 
to the Prime Minister, but that everything 
had been arranged beforehand, and it was 
all part of a theatrical coup,

DEFENCE OF THE REALM 
ACT, 


ALLEGED INTERFERENCE WITH 
CIVIL RIGHTS. 

In the House of Lords yesterday, 

Lord SHEFFIELD directed attention to thé 
administration of the Defence of the Realm 
Acts, and moved that the powers conferred by 
those Acts should be used strictly for the de-. 
fence of the Realm, and not strained so as to 
interfere unduly with civil liberty, or to de- 
prive those living in the country of their con- 
stitutional safeguards. 

The Earl of DERBY, while agreeing that the 
excessive exercise of the wide powers conferred 
by the Defence of the Realm Acts should be 
deprecated, said he deprecated equally strongly 
any failure on the part of those in authority 
revent 
the spread of insidious documents, which were 
only distributed for the purpose of undermini 
the authority of those in power and working 
against their own country. He believed that 
prevention wag better than cure, and it was far 
more essential! to stop the doing of illegal 
actions than to inflict punishment after the act 
had been committed. 

Lord PARMOOR considered that the vague 
terms in which the Aets were drawn had given 
rise to some difficulty. In some aspects, as it 
appeared to him, the Acts offended against the 
fundamental principles of civil liberty, and 
there was considerable danger by substituting 
proclamation for legislation- , 

The LORD CHANCELLOR said at a time 
like the present it was necessary to vest the 
Executive with extraordinary powers, and it 
would be extraordinary if mistakes in the exer- 
cise of such powers were not occasionally made, 
What had struck him, however, was the few- 
ness and the weakness of the cases which Lord 
Sheffield had brought forward to support his 
motion. He shared 
miration for civil liberty, but he thought the 
noble lord had shown some want of sense of 
perspective. »lt was sometimes necessary at a 
period of great national danger to suspend term- 
orarily the enjoyment of a portion of our 
iberties in order that we might not lose our 
liberties altogether. (Cheers.)

6d. per ewt. potatces which 
cost £10 Ss. per ton at Coleraine, and on which 
12s. "d. per ton railway carriage had to be paid 
to Amiens street, from which cartage was, ¢ 
course, necessary The market was at present 
dislocated. and regarded the regulations n 
complicated enough to require bais etucnda- 
tion. In regard to ies, none W : 
in from County Dublin, From the - North of 
Ireland there was a fai- supply of potatees in 
relation to demand, but nothing like normal 
supplies. The factor expressed the opinion that 
the demand had been reduced to half what & 
usually was, and he attributed the smaller 
demand chiefly to the prevalence of high prices. 
Potatoes form.ed a large item in the diet of the 
oorer classes, who could not now afford to 
uy the same quantity as usual. 


Committee meeting yesterday, it was stated 
that, though the potato supplies were scaree, 
farmers were feeding pigs on their stocks, and 
that action ought be taken to prevent this 
waste of human food. 

The towns in County Mayo are suffering great 
hardship for want of potatoes, as supplies are 
not being taken to the local markets, and “be 
townspeople are obliged to go out into the 
country and canvass a bag at any price.

In these circumstances it became necessary

the Standing Committee of the Ulster Unionist 
Council on the 5th February. In this resolution 
an express denial was given to the suggestion 
that Irish Unionist leaders had taken part in 
any new negotiations for a settlement. -It was 
stated, further, that Irish Unionists were 
anxious to throw all their energies into the war, 
and they relied entirely upon the assurances 
which had been given that there would be 1.0 
coercion of Ulster. The resolution concluded 
with this sentence :—‘‘ Nothing has occurred to 
modify in any way the position we have taken 
up, or to vary im any degree our inflexible 
opposition to Home Rule.” That resolution ex- 
pressed the unanimous determination of the 
whole of the Unionisis of Ulster.

AN IMPRACTICABLE PROPOSAL. 

Did the events of the past twelve months in 
Ireland justify the expectation that Ulster

had happened, they preferred .to trust 
the British people and the Imperial Parliament?

THE TRANSFORMATION. 

What had transformed or deformed the posi- 
tion’ First of all, as the present Prime Minis- 
| ter said when he was Secretary for War, the!

CHURCH OF IRELAND REFORM.

Sin,—May I use the medium of your columns 
to emphasise some points regarding the confer- 
ence which is to be held in the Molesworth Hall, 
Dublin, on Tuesday next, March 13th, with a 
view to discuss how the organisation, etc., 
ef the Church of Ireland may be best adapted 
to the cireumstances of the present time? 

(1) The promoters of the gonference have not 
called it together that they might put forward

(2) The right of attending the conference is 
confined to two delegates for each clerical 
society in connection with the Church of Ire- 
land. In order, however, that the lay mem- 
bers may be equal im number to the clerical, 
and in view of the facet that clerical societies 
have not in every case appointed a lay. dele- 
gate, the promoters have invited laymen to at- 
tend other than those nominated by the socie- 
ties. The laymen thus nominated by the 
societies and promoters of the conference ate 
men who had already been chosen by their 
fellow-laymen to represent them on the Church 
Representative Body or Synod. 

(3) The conference is of a private nature, and 
consequently representatives of the Press can-

Sir,—In the discussions tow being carried 
on about potatoes it seeme to me that the 
main issue for the Kingdom is being lost sight 
of. The important matter is not whether rich 
people in kngland or poor people in Ireland 
will have some potatoes for dinner from now 
until, gay, July Ist, but how we may utilise 
the food now in thesé islands eo that it will 
feed the largest number of people. I confine 
myself at present to the question of potatoes 
versus cereals. In lees than six months the 
potatoes now in stock would, if hoarded, be 
worthless, while the cereals, properly stored, 
would be as good as ever. From now onwards

The most advantageous policy, therefore, 
would be that, after the requirements for 
seed purposes have been satisfied, the stock 
of potatoes should be made use of for food 
with reasonable celerity, and the cereals saved 
to fill the gap between the end of the present 
potato season and the inning of the next. 
in other words, if all the potatoes in the 
Kingdom were eaten in March and April, and

proportion of total food would be available 
for the people than if the potatoes were saved 
by an increased use of cereala in March and 
April. A large proportion of the tubers which 
would be good for food in the former months 
would be found to be unfit for use in the 
latter months, and all of them would have 
deteriorated in food value.

The important master is not whether rich 
people in England or poor people in Ireland 
will have some potatoes for dinner from now 
until, gay, Jaly Ist, but how we may utilise 
the food now in thesé islands eo that it will 
feed the largest number of people. I confine 
myself at present to the question of potatoes 
; cereals. In less than six months the
